Dear  Record : 

I hear  that  the  Baptist  Orphanatfe  hns 
children  in  it  who  have  parents  living  and 
that  there  are  vacant  rooms  in  the  home. 
Some  orphan  children  are  sent  there  and 
Brother  Carter  informs  the  applicants  that 
lie  cannot  take  them,  and  turns  them  away. 

They  then  make  inquiry  at  the  Methodist 
home,  and  are  informed  by  Superintendent 
Williams  that  they  will  he  taken  in  and 
are  now  on  their  way  to  the  Methodist  Or- 
phanage. 

A few  Baptists  in  this  section  are  very 
much  wrought  up  over  this  dealing  with 
our  orphan  children. 

I thought  as  a Baptist  and  a contributor 
to  the  orphanage  for  years,  that  I would 
ask  Brother  Carter  to  explain  the  whole 
thing  in  the  Record  as  to  whether  these  com- 
plaints are  well  founded  or  not.

We  take  pleasure  in  making  the  explan- 
ation culled  for  by  our  goisl  Brother  Thom- 
as, in  the  above  letter. 

We  recognize  the  right  of  our  people  to 
know  of  our  work  in  the  fullest,  and  have 
nothing  to  keep  from  them. 

It  is  a fact  that  we  have  some  children 
in  the  Home,  one  of  whose  parents  is  liv- 
ing; hut  in  these  cases  (with  two  exceptions 
where  the  parents  agreed  to  pay  the  ex- 
penses of  their  children  which  plan  of  re- 
ceiving children  has  l»4*n  discontinued), 
the  parents  were  represented  to  ns.  by  rep- 
resentative people  of  the  community  as 
physically  or  mentally  unable  or  morally 
unfit  to  care  for  the  children  and  with  no 
near  relatives  able  to  care  for  them. 

We  may  have  been  imposed  on  in  some 
eases,  tint  we  have  meant  to  take  only  those 
who  arc  really  destitute,  and  thus  come  un- 
der the  regulations  of  our  Home. 

It  is  a fact  that  wc  have  some  room,  but 
that  is  only  a mere  consideration  in  the 
matter  of  taking  ehildren  into  our  Home. 
We  could  have  had  our  rooms  overflowing 
twice  over,  if  we  had  taken  alt  for  whom 
application  has  been  made.  We  are  gov- 
erned in  the  matter  of  accepting  ehildren 
principally  by  two  conditions,  first,  the  ut- 
ter needs  an1  helplessness  of  the  child,  and 
second,  the  inability  of  relatives  to  pro- 
«vide  a home  and  support  for  the  child . It 
is  the  objeet  of-  the . Institution,  and  the 
policy  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  to  supply 
the  needs  qf  helpless  children  ojdy.  who 
for  want  of  relatives  to  care  for  them,  must 
be  thrown  on  public  charity.  . . 

It  is  not  so  much  a question  of  the  child ’s 
support,  as  it  is  a question  of  who  shall 
support  the  child.  . 

We  are  dispensing  a trust  fund  eontrib- 
uted  for  a specific  purpose  and  by  many 
who  are  struggling  hard  to  provide  for 
their  own  ehildren.  and  who  are  denping 
themselves  and  their  children  in  order  that 
they  may  help  the  helpless. 

Read  the  following  extract  from  a letter 
to  me  from  a member  of  our  advisory  com- 


mittee, and  published  in  the  Record  of 
March  2f»: 

“The  love  and  sympathy  and  prayers 
and  money,  eotrihuted  so  lavishly  by  its 
good  friends  all  over  the  $tatc.  nre  for  the 
sole  purpose  for  supporting  a home  for  des- 
titute orphan  children.  Many  contribu- 
tors to  this  worthy  charity  are  compcll  si 
to  deny  themselves  and  their  own  loved 
ones  many  luxuries  in  ordtVlo  carry  out 
their  plan  to  aid  yon.  I have  sometimes 
been  astonished  at  the  letters  you  receive 
and  publish,  in  the  Gem  from  little  girls 
ami  boys  to  whom  fathers  and  mothers 
have  taught  that  beautiful  altruistic  lesson 
of  “help  the  helpless.”  They  save  their 
pennies  and  cast  them  into  the  treasury  with 
a faith  similar  to  that  of  the  poor  widow 
whom  Christ  commended . 

“It  becomes  thus  your  duty  ns  the  su|»er- 
intcndcut  of  this  grand  work  for  which  you 
are  so  eminently  fitted,  ankl  ns. the  treasurer 
to  whom  has  been  commit ed  this  precious 
fund,  to  tie  cautious  and  discreet  ns  to 
who  shall  share  the  benefits  of  ttie  insti- 
tution. 1 say  this,  not  in  tile  spirit  of 
criticism,  hut  to  guard  you  against  a di- 
position,  manifested  bv  some  of  the  best 
friends  of  the  Home,  to- make  it  a refuge 
for  the  children  of  dead  parents  whose  rel- 
ativ«*s  from  either  thoughtlessness  or  selfish- 
ness. are  iiiiwillitg^  to  bear  the  border  which 
providence  has  placet  I u|nui  their  shoulders. 
You  have  such  a pressing  need  for  room  for 
the  truly  destitute,  that  yon  should  not 
only  acquaint  the  pastors  of  the  churches 
in  every  association  with  the  requirements 
for  admission,  but  insist  that  they  observe 
care  and  discretion  in  the  recommendation 
of  applicants,  to  insure  that  the  needy  ones, 
the  destitute  ones,  shall  pot  be  deprived  of 
this  blessed  charity  provi,hsl  for  them.” 

We  ingst  decide  between  the  claims  of 
the  child,  and  the  claims  of  a charitable 
public. 

The  Methodist  Orphanage  took  the  chil- 
dren. which  was  their  right.  Each  institution 
is  free  and  independent  with  its  own  rules 
and  regulations  and  an  act  on  the  part  of 
one  is  not  n criterion  for  the  other.  The 
fact  in  the  case  of  the  children  referred  to 
in  the  above  letter  as  communicated  to  us. 
nre  as  follows r tit  is  but  just,  to  say 
that  the  parties  from  whom  we  obtained 
these  facts  were  favorable  to  onr  taking 
the  children  and  gave  their  information  in- 
eidentally.  or  in  answer  to  questions). 

We  learned  that  the  children  were  full 
orphans,  and  in  themselves  were  destitute 
and  helpless.  That  they  had  a step-mother 
who  was  kind  and  good  to  them,  but  able 
of  herself- to  provide  for  them  , that  their 
home  was  largely  involved,  but  that  ar- 
rangements could  probably  he  made  for 
them  to  remain  on  it.  That  their  grand- 
father near  by  owned  a good  farm  and  was 
in  easy  circumstances.  That  the  children 
had  two  uncles,  fine  young  men.  with  no 
especial  cares. 

When  the  case  was  reported  to  me  I told 
the  brother  who  came  to  see  about  the  mat- 
ter that  I hail  some  doubt  as  to  their  el- 
igibility. but  that  I would  report  the  case 
to  our  advisory  committee,  which  I did, 


and  the  committee  felt,  in  view  of  the  facta 
in  the  case,  that  the  relatives  ought  to  I* 
able  to  provide  for  them,  and  not  put  them 
on  public  rharitv.  Acting  on  their  advice 
I notified  the  |N-t  it  loners  that  we  could  not 
accept  them.  These  are  the  facta  in  brief.

We  assure  all  concerned  that  it  Is  pimply 
cn  effort  on  our  part  to  make  the 
right  use  of  the  sacred  trust  funds'  com- 
mitted to  ns.

I have  been  Squested  to  act  as  Corres- 
ponding Secret*#*.  of  the  Committee  and 
American  treasuffr  for  this  fund,  and  have 
consented  to  do  4*  The  recent  meeting  in 
I/oiiisville.  was  rjjled  to  gV>  over  the  situa- 
tion carefully  vvflh  Baron  Uxkull  to  note 
progress  ami  such  action  as  might  be 
deemed  importauB.  It  was  thought  wise 
for  the  present.  Jko  limit  the  amount  of  the 
founding  fund  tB|55,000,  which  would  cov- 
er the  expense  < j'jraiamg  the  fund,  and  leave 
at  least  $5O.O(|0,  go  into  the  institution. 
It  is  pleasing  toI?j>c,able  to  state  that  some 
$.‘10,000  of  thu*  tjn  been  secured  ii>  cash  and 
pledges,  and  no^dnubt  is  entertained  that 
the  remaining  t^jiount -will  be  available  in 
a reasonable  tin*!  It  is  agreed  by  all  that 
no  greater  opf  jrf  tv  has  presented  itself 
to  the  Baptists  W America  in  this  genera- 
tion. Preside^  Mullins  of  the  Seminary, 
well  stated  the  Sntiment  of  the  entire  Com- 
mittee when  hejjsid  that  as  the  Lord  had 
raised  up  Car-  lay  on  the  hearts  of  the 
English  Baptim  the  great  work  in  the 
East,  and  rameraip  Judson  to  do,  like  ser- 
vice for  Am  eric  Jl  Baptists,  so  he  hat  raised 
up  Baron  Uxku.P  ;o  bring  before  the  Ameri- 
can Baptists  atlhis  time  the  greatest  mis- 
sionary opportiwtv  of  onr  time.  There 
are  100,000  Bajfmts  in  Russia  who  have  be- 
.come  such  atrojtt  entirely  by  reading  the 
Scriptures.  Tjmy  are  without  trained  pas- 
tors to  lead  thSi,  .and  some  of  them  ‘hold 
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the  common  people  the  New  Testament,  and 
thus  build  the  empire  on  Christian  Charac- 
ter. There  is  no  better  way  to  effect  that 
great  result  than  by  training  men  who  are 
to  lead  in  this  evolution  by  the  right  use  of 
the  Scriptures. 

The  Missionary  Union  of  Boston,  is  do- 
ing mission  work  in  Russia.  "We  were  I 
greatly  aided  in  our  deliberations  by  Dr. 
Barbour,  who  has  much  knowledge  of  the  * 
situation,  and  who  is  deeply  interested  in 
the  movement.  The  Missionary  Union  feels  1 
that  it  could  not  justify  itself  to  the  future  I 
without  sending  a special  representative  to  i 
Russia  to  gather  information  and  pave  the 
way  for  the  widest  usefulness  of  the  pro-  1 
posed  Seminary.  The  Committee  at  Louis- 
ville requested  this  writer  to  go  with  the 
representative  of  the  Missionary  Union  this 
summer  to  Russia.  Only  the  urgency  of 
the  work  in'  Texas  will  hinder  my  going, 
but  if  I cannot  go  this  summer,  it  is  my 
purpose  to  make  arrangements  to  meet  the 
Russian  Baptist  Union  next  year,  and  to  be 
present  when  the  Seminary,  movement  takes 
final  shape.  I quite  agree  with  Dr.  Mul- 
lins that  it  is  the  greatest  missionary  oppor- 
tunity for  the  Baptists  that  confronts  us 
today.  I am  concerned  that,  at  least  99 
brethren  in  Texas,  and  sisters,  join  me  in 
giving  $50  each  to  this  fund.  Some  have 
agreed  to  do  so,  and  it  is  earnestly  hoped 
that  throughout  the  South,  as  in  the  North, 
there  may  be  found  those  who  may  be  glad 
to  have  a part  in  founding  an  institution  in 
Russia  which  is  largely  to  shape  the  des- 
tiny of  that  great  people. 

The  money  for  the  Seminary  should  be 
sent  to  me,  and  due  precaution  will  be 
taken  to  safeguard  the  fund  until  things 
are  thoroughly  aettled  in  Russia.  That 
part  of  it  already  collected  is  in  safe  keep- 
ing in  a bank  in  Berlin. 

Baptists  have  always  done  well  in  times 
when  people  began  to  think.  Baptists 
laid  the  foundation  of  the  greatest  things  in 
America  when  they  secured  religious  liberty. 
Greene,^  the  historian  of  England,  says, 
“England,  for  200  years,  has  been  gradually 
approaching  the  ideals  of  the  Baptists  who 
were  leaders  in  Cromwell’s  army.  The 
Baptist  conception  of  church,  state  and  in- 
dividual liberty  has  penetrated  every  coun- 
try on  the  Continent  of  Europe  liberalizing 
every  government  and  lifting  the  human 
race  to  a higher  •plane.  Yet  nowhere  in 
the  world  did  God  give  to  the  Baptists  such 
an  opportunity  as  He  has  given  us  in  Rus- 
sia today.  May  I ask  that  Baptists  through- 
; out  the  country  will  take  this  great  oppor- 
tunity to  heart,  that  they  will  pray  for  Rus- 
t sia  rising  from  the  dust,  and  pray  for  our 
f Brother  Uxkull,  God’s  messenger  to  us,  and 
pray  for  the  early  founding  of  this  sorely 
needed  school  of  the  prophets.

■ of  Russia,  August,  1909.  at  which  time  it 
k is  hoped  American  Baptists  will  have  fra- 
e ternal  messengers  present  to  bear  our  greet-

e such  service  as  the  occasion  may  demand 
*■  and  allow .

Dr.  J.  Wilbur  Chapman  and  Mr.  Charles  M. 

Alexander  Unite  for  Revival  Work 
Throughout  the  World.

It  is  a significant  event  in  the  religious 
history  of  the  day  that  Dr.  J.  Wilbur  Chap-, 
man  and  Mr.  (Tiarles  M.  Alexander  have 
joined  forces  for  conducting  revival  work 
in  America  and  elsewhere.  Both  are  mm 
of  ability  ami  wide  experience,  one  ns  the 
leader  of  evangelistic  campaigns  in  many 
American  cities,  aiul  the  other  as  a world 
famous  Gospel  singer  and  leader,  and  evan- 
gelists and  ministers  are  expressing  the  be- 
lief that  their  union  will  mean  large  things 
for  the  promotion  of  revival  work  through- 
out the  world.  Their  combined  campaigns 
will  be  called  “Thu  <fiapma)i- Alexander 
Simultaneous  Missiojs.” 

The  first  crusade  to  he  conducted  by  the 
United  Evangelists  began  in  Philadel- 
phia March  12th.  and  continue  until  April 
l!Mh.  The  city  will  be  divided  into  40 
■districts,  and  over  50  evangelists  and  Goa- 


nnd  Philadelphia.  In  the  latter  city,  when 
only  thirty-one  years  of  age,  he  took  charge 
of  Bethany  Church,  of  which  John  Wnna- 
maker  is  an  elder,  and  which  has  the  largest 
Sunday  School  in  America. 

In  ’ess  than  throe  years  there  were  1.100 
additions  to  the  chnroh  on  confession  of. 
feith.  of  whom  more  than  halt  were  men. 
La*'!-  lie  was  pnitor  of  the  Fourth  Presby- 
terian Church,  New  York  City,  which  he- 
came  under  his  leadership  one  of  the  strong- 
est churches  in  the  metropolis. 

^ Perhaps  Dr.  Chapman's  most  striking 
eharacteristie  as  a apeakcr  is  his  morvelous 
voice,  with  which  he  at  once  grips  and  holds 
an  audience.  He  does  not  depend,  how- 
ever. upon  his  jiertonal  gifts  for  success. 
He  is  a man  of  prayer.  A Pittsburg  lay- 
man. who  is  known  the  world  over,  says 
he  has  had  great  respect  for  the  evangelist 
ever  since  he  called  on  one  occasion  at  his 
home  in  Philadelphia.  The  Miasioner’a 
little  daughter  ruiM  to  the  door,  and  when 
the  visitor  asked  if  he  could  see  Dr.  Chap- 
man. the  child  replied.  “Father  cannot  ace 
you  now.  He  is  talking  with  God.  ” 

Dr.  Chapman  m was  horn  in  Richmond, 
Ind.,  1859.  He  was  left  an  orphan  at  19, 
ami  had  to  struggle  to  complete  his  educa- 
tion. He  graduated  from  Lake  Forest 
University  in  1879,  and  from  Lane  Theologi- 
cal Seminary  throe  years  Inter.  He  is-the 
author  of  a number  of  books  on  the  Chris- 
tian life,  and  is  founder  and  director  of 
the  Winona  Bible  Conference,  where  thous- 
ands of  people  gather  annually— including 
about  2,500  ministers,  evangelists  and  mis- 
sionaries—to  listen  tn  the  foremost  Chris- 
tian leaders  in  America  and  England. 

Charles  M.  Alexander,  the  famous  Gospel 
singer,  who  joins  forces  with  Dr.  Chapman, 
has  probably  had  as  romantic  a career  as 
any  evangelist  in  history.  From  being  an 
obscure  singing  Pvangelist.  he  mad*  a five 
year’s  revival  around  the  world  with  Dr. 

R.  A;  Torrey.  and  liecame  the  foremost 
Gospel  singpr  living.  In  a short  tim.*  the 
entire  city  was  singing  and  whistling  the 
“Glory-Song.  ” 

While  engaged  in  Missions  in  England, 
Mr.  Alexander  was  married  to  Miss  Helen 
Cadbury-,  a daughter  of  the  well-known  phi- 
lanthropist. Richard  Cadbury  of  Birming- 
ham. Two  yearn  later,  he  left  Dr.  Tor- 
rey and  made  a second  tour  of  the  world 
for  the  restoration  of  his  wife’s  health.  In 
the  course  of  his  journey  some  remarkable 
meetings  were  held,  one  in  the  theatre  at 


Hong-Kong;  and  sveral  in  various  Austral- 
ian cities.  * At  Melbourne  12.5(10  p s>ple 
thronged  the  huge  Exhibition  Hall  to  wel- 
come the  Y,os|*el  singer  ami  his  wife.  H 
was  the  largest  crowd  ever  assembled  for 
a religious  service  in  the  famous  structure. 
A week  later  in  Sydney  4.5*10  people  crowd- 
ed into  the  Town  Hall,  while  the  police  es- 
timated that  5,0(10  more  surrounded  the 
plsce  unable  to  get  inside.' 

So  popular  were  the  meeting*  held  hy  the 
Gospel  singer  that  he  was  invite,!  by  the- 
Evangelisation  Society  of  Australasia  to  re- 
turn to  the  Commonwealth  Dim  year,  with 
any  evangelist  he  might  mdccl.  to  conduct 
a six  or  eight  months’  campaign.  lie  waa, 
unable  to  aeee|»t  the  invitation  for  this 
year,  hut  hopes  to  go  later.  Following 
his  trip,  Mr.  Alexander  Bpmt  a month  in 
America  last  summer,  when-  he  to.  k a prom* 
inont  part  in  the  Moody  Bible  Conference 
at  Nortlifield.  Mass.  lie  has  just  arranged 
to  return  there  the  coming  summer. 

During  the  pest  two  y.iars  Mr.  Alexan- 
der has  been  engage,!  in  a m'nreh  for  new 
and  popular  Gospel  hymns.  11c  has  secur- 
ed a large  number,  arid  will  shortly  issue  a 
new  hymn  hook.  Some  of  the  most  |mp- 
ular  of  the  new  Gospel  aongs,  which  will 
shortly  lie  given  to  the  piildic  arc.  Vile 
will  hold  m.*  fast, Who  could  it  Im»  but 
Jesus.  “No  burden* fonder. ” “Shadows.” 
and  “Don’t  stop  praying.”  The  music 
fcf  all  the  last  was.,  coni |mihc«I  hy  Mr.  Itoliert 
llarknevi.  the  brilliant  pianist,  who  was  led 
to  Christ  Six  years  ago  during  the  Mission 
in  his  home  town  of  Bendigo,  Australia, 
and  who  has  accompanied  Mt.  Alexander 


ever  since.  All  id  these  songs  have  ls*cn 
tested  by  Mr.  Alexindof^in  America,  Eng- 
land and  Australia,  rnd  have  been  caught 
up  with  , nthusiasui  hy  large  and  small  au- 
diences. 

It  is  an  interesting  fact  that  Itr.  Chap- 
man and  Mr.  Alexander  nmt  eight  years 
ago  at  a Convention  at  ItliMimiuglou,  III. 
The  evangelist  saw  tin*  Gospel  siugsr  cap- 
ture a crowd  in  a f<*w  months  with  an  old- 
time  niehxjy,  and  ever  since  it  has  Ihx-h  his 
desire  that  sometime  they  might  Work  to- 
gethiT.  Curiously  enough,  at  the  same 
Convention,  Mr.  Alexander  head  Dr.  Chap- 
man relate  a striking  incident  which  In-  has 
never  forgotten,  ami  which  has  been  a help 
to  him  many  times  since .

He  looks 
far  arid  sees  the  silver  lining  of  every  dark 
cloud,  and  thus  his  life  is  made  brighter 
and  happier. 

1 believe  there  is  the  same  largeness  of 
beauty  in  the  world  today  that  there  was 
when  the  morning  stars  first  sang  together 
in  the  great  realm  of  Ood.  1 he  bright 
rays  of  the  sun  on*  still  coursing  their  way 
through  the  earth,  giving  life  to  vegetation 
and  light  to  men.  The  moon  beams  down 
upon  us  in  all  her  splendor,  dispelling  the 
darkness  of  the  night  and  making  happy 
the  katydid  as  he  sends  out  on  the  stiM  air 
his  midnight  melody.

r Poor  fellow,  he  wil  not  move  to  where 
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things  are  better.  He  is  in  a most  unen- 
viable fix.  He  stands  amid  the  wreck  and 
ruin  of  his  own  fortune,  if  he  ever  hail 
one,  and  every  dream  however  sweet,  is 
shattered  and  every  hope  blighted  by  the 
imagined  curse. 

Is*t  us  remember  that  there  is  a tender 
loviVig  God,  who  rules  the  world,  and  that 
he  is  able  to  succor  every  one  who  will  trust 
Him;  he  makes  the  lives  of  ail  who  trust 
Him  happy.

Th i^ is  an  era  exalting  law.  character,  and 
human  rights.  The  world  has  done  more  in 
ciiHi-tmg  and  enforcing  Sunday  laws  in  the 
last  than  any  previous  generation. 

• Yet  amid  all  the  brightening  horizon  a 
flood-tide  of  Sunday  sport  threatens  to 
engulf  the  Lord's  Day.  Our  tuition  seems 
to  l>e  going  wild  after  every  kind  of  sport. 
Multitudes  of  all  classes  especially  of  the 
very  rich,  seem  carried  away  with  the  idea 
that  fun  is  the  best  thing  in  life,  and  so 
will  not  let  God  Indy  day  stop  their  fun 
seeking;  but.  making  sport  their  god.  devote 
that  dav  especially  to  its  worship.  So 
they  sc>,'k  to  repeal  or  ignore  all  Sunday 
laws,  and  even  the  I'nited  States  Secretaries 
of  War  and  the  Navy  uphold  Sunday  ball 
games  of  government  reserves. 

When  the  great  natiop^  «*f  the  past  became 
intoxicated  with  wealth,  they  set  about  get- 
ting all  the  fun  money  could  buy.  and  by 
making  amusement  the  chief  of  their  lives 
so weil  seeds  of  moral  rot  tenners  anil  national 
ruin.  We  have  begun  like  sowing  and 
must  reap  like  ruin  unless  the  church  so  ex- 
alt the  Lord’s  Day  that  it  shall  he  a solid 
harrier  one  day  in  the  week  against,  this 
flood  of  sport  and  furnish  eaeh  citizen  op- 
portunity to  think  calmly  of  his  duty  to  him- 
self. his  family,  his  neighbor  and  his  God. 
y Clean,  healthy  sport  that  has  no  hint  of 
unkindness,  dishonesty  or  vice  is  neoded  in 
all  life,  especially  child-life,  to  relax  the 
strain,  break  the  monotony,  and  fill  with 
good  cheer,  that  one  may  get  a better  hold 
on  life’s  supreme  dualities.  To  this  end 
base  hall  is  one  of  the  best  week  day  sports. 
“All  work  and  no  play  makes  Jack  a dull 
hoy;”  hut  much  play  and  little  work  make 
men  and  women  a curse  to  themselves  ami 
to  society. 

The  Lord  s Day  Our  Sanctuary. 

When  Jesus  found  men  in  the  Court  of  the 
Gentiles,  outside  the  sanctuary,  selling  lambs 
and  doves  for  sacrifice,  !Ie  drove  them  out. 
What  would  lie  have  done  had  He  found 
there  modern  hall  games,  theatres,  or  sa- 
loons? What  if  He  had  found  them  in  the 
holy  place  where  the  sacrifice  was  ofierad ? 
But.  now  the  Lord's  Day  is  His  holy  sanc- 
tuary. where  He,  having  offered  the  great 
sacrifice,  intercedes  for  us.  and  by  revealing 
Ilis  Father  transforms  those  who  seek  Him 
into  His  likeness.  What  blasphemy  on  this 
holy  Lord's  Day  to  celebrate  Oethsemene. 
Calvary  and  His’  victory  for  us  over  sin  and 
death  with  hall  games,  theaters,  and  Un- 
like! Rightly  the  Grand  Army  ipRrtest 
against  celebrating  with  hall  games  qn  Dec- 
oration Day  their  oomnule*  dying  for  their 
country;  hnt  Hitch  games  on  the  lord's  Day 
are  infinitely  more  sacrilegious.  Will  not 
the  whole  church  cry  out,  “Take  these 
things  hence.  Make  not  our  Saviour’s 
Day  a day  of  merchandise  and  s|a»rtj” 

Sunday  Sport  a Fatal  Dagger. 

Does  some  one  ask.  "Should  the  slate  for- 
bid sins  against  (Soil?”  Ten  when  they 
are  also  crime*  against  nui'i.  The  state 
must  protect  the  citizen  and  itself.  But 
what  is  most  vital  to  the  citizen’s  pros- 
pent}’  and  happiness?  And  what  to  the 
nation’s  life?  The  plain  answer  to  both 
questions  is,  “Tnte  strong  and  moral  char- 
acter ” Sunday  sport  is  a dagger  that 
strike*  a fatal  blow  at  this  character,  the 
very  heart  of  the  citizen  and  the  nation. 
Compare  the  character  of  Scotland,  Sweden, 
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Norway,  Canada,  and  the  United  States, 
where  Sunday  is  given  so  largely  to  quiet, 
home,  and  worship  with  Uiat  of  Spain.  Por- 
tugal and  the  South  American  republic*, 
when*  it  is  given  mainly  to  s|M>rt. 

The  testimony  of  judge*,  prison  wanlen*. 
chaplains,  ami  other  students  of  criminal 
life  proves  that  nine-tenths  of  all  criminals 
were  started  towanl  lives  of  crime  by  Sab- 
bath desecration,  many  by  Sunday  work, 
more  by  Sunday  sport,  because  it  so  weaken* 
the  moral  power  to  n-sist  temptation.  Many 
business  men  say.  “We  find  it  unsafe  to 
place  groat  financial  responsibility  on  those 
who  spend  Sunday  in  sport.  *’  Employers 
generally  say.  “Workmen  who  spend  Sun- 
day in  excursions  or  other  $|>ort*  are  worth 
little  Monday,  end  lire  of  less  value  during 
the  whole  week.” 

What  Supreme  Courts  Say. 

The  highest  New  York  Courts  upheld  the 
law  forbidding  Sunday  theatres  from  the 
“right  of  the  citizen  to  In*  protected  against 
acta  which  corrupt  the  morals  and  debase 
the  moral  sensei  ” The  Ohio  Supreme  Court 
said:  “The  law  forbidding  Sunday  hall 

games  is  necessary  to  promote  the  peace, 
health  and  well  being  of  society,"  for 
“without  such  regularly  recurring  rest  pe- 
riods, there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the 
masses  would  become  morbid  in  body  ami 
mind,  that  crime  would  multiply,”  The 
Nebraska  Supreme  Court  said:  “The  de- 

liberate violation  of  this  law.  forbidding 
base  hall  and  other  sports  on  Sunday,  “there 
is  reason  to  believe  in  many  rases,  is  hut 
the  commencement  of  n series  of  offenses 
that  lead  to  infamy  and  ruin.  It  tends 
to  break  down,  the  moral  sense  of  the  partic- 
ipants and  make  them  less  Worthy  citizens.” 
The  Michigan  Supreme  Court  reaffirmed  this 
decision.  Who  can  gainsay  such  utterance* 
of  our  highest  courts?  , 

Will  not  every  patriot,  every  lover. of  Ins. 
neighbor,  study  them  hiu!  cry  out  to  Sunday 
sport.  "Halt?  ’ 

Will  not  every  editor  and  pastor  make  it 
his  business  to  educate  the  public  as  to  the 
physical,  moral  and  spiritual  min  wrought 
by*  Sunday  sport?  Will  not  every  civic 
officer  see  that  Sunday  laws  an*  obeyed,  and 
every  true  citizen  ace  that  the  officers  uphold 

them?  .
